From the time he was shot until 
he reached the store "I ncle Billy” 
tried to get the arrow out of his i 
side, finally he succeeded but ih do­ 
ing 
> !-• left the arrow head em­ 
bedded 
in the fit sh where it r e - ' 
mamed for 30 years. By that time 
tli» arrow head had worked up from ( 
the shoulder-to the back of the head, 
where in 1915, it was removed by 
Dr. Jones, then doctor for the H 
and T C B R.
